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1. After HU Tsung-nan retreated from West Szechuan into Siknng Province, he was 
aporoached by two individuals for military support to enable them to carry 
on guerrilla operations against the Communists. Cne of these was YANG 
Ane-jen (jj. % 4. ), a Miao tribesman and member of the Ke-lao Hui. YANG!s 
headquarters is in the Chin-sha Chiang (4 31> 3c ) area, where he controls 
about 300,000 Miao tribesmen, most of whom have rifles. Since HU had a 
supoly of arms and amrunition far in excess of the requirements of his on 
forces, YANG asked for ammunition, light machine guns, and hand grenades. 

HU geve YANG ten rifles. This enraged YANG, who determined to continue 
fighting the Communists without military aid from RU.

.U refused to coue to his aid, and he was forced to evacuate to the hills, 


30 In March 1950, the Communist offensive against Hsi-ch'ang compel’ed AU to ask 
Taiwan for an airlift to Hainan. Taiwan ~rovided airlift for one regiment and 
part of HU's headquarters, Before the airlift was requested, YANG An-jen sent 


one of his subordinates, General T'ANG Shih-te!un (jk A G8 ) to request arms 
for TANG's guerrillas. HU refused this request; when the airlift began, the 
request was rereated and again refused, even though YANG went to Hsi-ch'ane 
and rade the request in verson. On the day HU left, he ordered that all denotes 
in Hsi-ch'ang be ovened to the guerrillas; however, the Comrmnists were then 
hear the town, and the supnlies could not be moved and were partially destroyed. 
Both TANG and YANG escorted HU to the airfield, where they cursed both him and 
the EMT. They then separated and fled inte the mountains, where T’ANG was lator’
